No Salt 


One of the most illuminating facts of 
this appalling situation is that the people 
have no salt..There is a saline spring 
somewhere in the neighbourhood, and 
peasants go for miles around to fetch salt 
water in which to cook their wretched 
potatoes, when they have them. We were 
advised to bring a certain amount of salt 


with us in the car to distribute 
among the poorest of the forgotten 
folk, but stupidly we forgot it, and 


were unable to do more than distribute 
small sums of money among those 
who seemed to us to be the worst off. 
It was difficult to make comparisons where 
everybody was so poor; and we were 
warned not to give the peasants money, as 
they almost inevitably would spend it on 
drink. That is another terrible feature

He was the local 
gombeen man, who had served during the 
war in the Hungarian Army, had been in 
Russia and Italy, and then had come back 
to the wilds of Ruthenia to énd his days. 
“ Why on earth did you come back to 
this awful place?” I asked him: for he 
was more or less an educated man who 
spoke French and German as well as Yid- 
dish, Polish and Ruthenian. ‘‘ Where else 
could I go!“ he replied. ‘‘ This is where 
I was born, and it is the only home I 
have. His business acumen enabled him 
to squeeze a living of sorts even out of 
the unparalleled poverty that was all 
around him. He was reasonably well 
dressed and manifestly was well nourished. 


Trade by Barter 


My driver, also a Jew, explained to me 
afterwards how it was done. He was very 
much opposed to the system, but a pod 
that it would be almost impossible 
abolish it. There is one Jew in wre 
every village; and he owns pretty well 
everything that the; is to be owned. Very 
little actual cash ever passes hands, 
because there is no cash to pass. What 
seems to happen is that the Jew gets hold 
of certain essential commodities, mainly 
salt, and does a barter trade with the local 
inhabitants, They will swap three or four 
eggs, perhaps a basket of fruit, or even a 
chicken, for a few handfuls of salt or a 
couple of pounds of crude meal with which 
to make bread of sorts. In this way the 
gombeen man gets his hands on all the 
available produce of the district and 
markets it in the nearest town. His trade 
is meagre in the extreme; but he does 
contrive to make some kind of a living out 
of it. If the peasants manage to get hold 
of any money—from visitors or as a result 
of a few days work in the field from a 
well-to-do farmer, they usually squander 
it in liquor ; for it is of little use to them 
otherwise. The Jew inv ariably is the pro- 
prietor of the local beer or wine shop; so 
all the loose cash finishes up in his 
pockets. 

Money-lending, of course, is general ; 
but it is not so bad as it used to be in the 
old days. Then, I was told, it was nothing 
unusual for a Jew to lend money to the 
peasants at a rate of forty or fifty per cent. 
interest; but now there is a competitor in 
the field in the form of the State. 
Credit Co-operative Societies have been 
established, which lend money to the 
peasants at three or four per cent.; but 
these are in the more prosperous districts. 
I saw no sign of them in the Volovec area. 
Besides, like the Irishman, the Ruthenian 
seems to have no sense where money 
matters are concerned. He will borrow 
from a local Jew whom he knows, even at 
an exorbitant rate of interest, rather than 
meddle with the new- fangled ideas of co- 
operation.
